gether 10 the Indisn OMce this morning, where
Lhey had a preparatory councll with the Secretary
of the Intertor and Commissioner Parker, Long
before the arrival of the Indians the passages of the
department were fliled by a crowd anxious to in-
apect the red men as they passed, and this, besides
belng anpleasant to them, interfered very much
With thetr comfort, makiog it somewhat diftienlt for
them to wend their way into ke counoil chamber.
After a while, however, they were all admined and
seated, Spotted Tall looking the personiflcation of
dignity, belug with his three companions on ono
slde of the room, while seated |u two rows at right
angles from him were Red Cloud and his larger
number of chiefs and red men, together with the
SQUAWS Who scoompany them.

There were also present General Smith, who ac-
companied the Red Cloud party hither; Colonel
Deunnpals, of Bt. Louis; olonel Bullock, of Fort
Laramie; John Richards, Vincent Colyer, and others,
After the Indlans were comfortably seatea and nad
passed lhc;npe around the circle a few times, Com-
inlssioner Parker, accompanied hy Secretary Cox,
entered the councll room and were [ntrodneed to
each Indlan of Red Cloud’'s band, having met the
Spotted Tall party previously, After that ceremony
the specches of the occasion were made, the Hrat
being by the Commissioner, who said:—I am very

lad to see you to.day. 1 know that you

avVe come & long way to Bee your Great
Father, the PFresident of the United States,

You have had noasccldent; have arrived here
all well, and should be very thankful w0 the great
fl-}:tru who bas kept you safe, The Great Father got

ed Clond’s message, that he wanted tolcome to
Washington and see him, and the President sald he
might come. We will be ready at any ume to hear
what Red Clould has to say for himself and bis peo-
rle; but want them [rst 1o hear the Becretary of the

nterior, who belongs to the President's Councll.
Commissioner, then stepped aslde jand secretar vox
fddressed the olrele saylng, when we heard that the
Chief of the 8icax nations wanted to come to Wash-
fngton to see the President, and the OMoers of the
Government, we were glad. We were glad thas
they themselves said they wanted to come. We
know that when ple are 80 [ar apartas we are
from the Sloux, {t {8 very hard to see each other, and
to know what esch one wants, but when we sce
each other, face to face, weé can understand bester
what 18 really right and what we ought to do,

‘Ihe President, General Parker, and myseif, an1
all the oMcers of the Government, want to d’o the
Liing that 15 right.  While you are here, therefore,
we shall want you to tell us what 18 In your own
heart, all you feel, and what your coaditiun I8, so
that we may have a perfect undecstanding, and that
Wo may make a pesce that shall last forever, In
coming here you have seen that this is 4 very great
people, and we are growing all the time. @ want
W find out the condition of things In the Sioux
conntry, so that we may make satisfaoctory treaties,
Ina day or two the Prealdent himaelr will see the
ehlers, and in the meantime we want them Lo pre-
pire 1o tell him what they have to say, abd we will
®inke our answer honestly 48 we meaun.

We want to use our lnduence §0 that there shall
not only be peace between the Indlans and w
Lt 80 that there shall be no more trouble about dif-
goulties between the different bands of Indiaps,

I'ne Secretary upon the conclosion of hle s
to Red Cioud and ﬁnny addressed bimself o Spot-
ted Tull, thaoking him for being present, and telling
him that he was glad of the good-will he had for the
whites, 1t was Lhought, at the conclusion of these
speeches, that the couference would terminate, but
Hed Cloud announced through his interpreter that
he had something to say, and stéepping briskly to the
talle, he shook hands with the o Ll.l:‘il present, and
in e firm volce spoke as follows ;—

My friends, 1 have come a iong ways 1o see you
and the Great Father, but somehow after [ have
reachied here vou do not look at me,

When 1 heard the words of the Great Father, per-
mittng me to come, 1 came right away, and left my
woumen snd oluldren, | want you Lo give themy
;u\‘l;::h and s ltﬁd al; nmm;lnluuu to kill game with,

wish you would telegraph 10 m ple about it -
tell them 1 arrived al right, Y peoph b

After makipg these remarks he walked quickly
back, and ook his seat amMong the WArrors. Secro-
tary Cox sald thut.jfor the preésent, he would simply
-igl. we welcome thiem aenln.

e thought he would gratify them to come here
to-duy, apd we desire to show them every res
aud andness, We will telegraph to Red Cloud’s
people that they are hero safe, and as to their other
requests, will give them more carefnl attention.
ke Commissioner told thew that tc-morrow he
would show tham the poinis of interest inand
arvuud the city. On the next day the white people
aid no business, and on the evening of the day af
the Presldent would meet the Indisns at the g‘.x -
tve Mausion,

He has & great wavy people to attend to and hay
0ol been o see them, but has ssked them LO come
and sec him, On tbis ocomslon he wants Lo
thewm to ltake bands and afler tiat will soe them
Lustpesa. ‘The talk then ended, and the Indtans
shook hands around onee more and left. They
invited Lo have thelr pho taken, but
Uloud declined for the present.
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
